From hence the Governor went to Pafchatoway, — 


about 20.leagues higher, where he found many 
Indians aflemabled, and heere he met with one 
‘Captaine Henry Fleese an Englifh-man,who had 
lived many yeeres among the /mdians, and by 


that meanes fpake the Countrey language very 


well, and was much efteemed of by the natives. 


Him our Governour fent a (hore to’ invite the 
Werewance to a parley, who thereupon came- 


with him aboard privatly, where he was courte- 


~oufly entertained , and after (ome parley being — 
demanded by the Governour, whether hee - 


would be content that he ard his people fhould 
fet downe in his Countrey, in cafe he fhould 
finda place conuenient for him, his anfwere 
was, ‘that he would vot bid him goe neither would

Whileft’ the Governour was abtoad, the 
neighbouring Zadians, where the fhip lay, be- 
gan to caft off feare, and to come’ to their 
_ Court of guard,which they kept night and day 
upon Saint Clements Ile, partly to defend their 
‘barge,which was brought in pieces out of Eng- 
tand,and there made up; and partly to defend 
_ theit men which were imployed in felling of 
trees, and cleaving pales for a Palizado, and at 
Jaft they ventured to come aboard the hip. 
The Governour finding it ‘not fit, for many 
reafons, to feate himfelfeas yet fo high in the 
River, refolued to returne backe againe, and to 
take'a more exa&t view of the lower parts, and 
fo leaving the Ship & Pinnaces there, he tooke 
his Barge( as moft fit to fearch the Creckes, 
and fmall rivers ) and was'condu&ed by Cap- 
taine F/eere (who knew well the Countrey ) to 


a River on the North-fide’ of Patomeck river, 


within 4. or § leagues from the mouth thereof.

This place he found tobea very commodi- 
ous fituation for a Towne, in regard the land is 
good, the ayre wholfome and pleafant, the Ri- 
veraffords a fafe harbour for fhips.of any bur- 
then, and a very bould fhoare ; fteth water, and 
wood there is in great plenty, and the place fo 
naturally fortified , as with little ditticultic, it 
willbe defended fromanyenemie.

The next day they began to prepare for their 
boufes, and firit of alla Court of Guard, and a 
Siore-houfe; in the. meane time they Jay. a- 
bord the thip; They had not beene there many 
dayes before Sir John Haruie the governor of 

_ Wirginea came thither tovific chem; Alfofome 
Incian #erowances , and many other Indians 
fiom {eyerall parts came to-fee them, amongft 
others, the Werowance af Patuxent came to.vilit 
the Governour, and being brought into che 
great Cabin of the fhip, was placed betweene 
the Go rnour of Yirginea, and the Governour 
Of Alary-land; and a Patuxent Indian that came 
with him, comming into the Cabin, and find. 
ing the werewance thus fitting betweene the 4 
two Governours,ftarted baeke, fearing the #’e. : 
romance was furprifed , and was ready.to have 
leapt overboard , and could not. be perfwaded 
ta come into the Cabin, untill the wererance 

came, himfelfe unto him; for he remembred 4 
how the {aid werowance had formerly beene tax | 
ken prifoner by the Englifb of Virginia. ; 

After they had. finifhed the ftore-houfe, and 

_unladed,.the thip, the Governous thought fit ro 
bring the Colours on fhore, which were atren- 

_ ded by allthe Gentlemen, and. the reft of rhe 
fervants inarmes ; who received the Coleyes |

with a volley of fhot, which was anfwered by 
the Ordnance from the fhips; At this Cere- 
mony were prefent,thewerowances of Patuxent, 
and Yeacomaco, with many other Iadians, and 
the Werawanceof Patuxent hereupon tooke oc- 
cafion to advifethe Indians of Yoacomacatobe 


carefull to keepe the league that they had- 


madewith the Evglifb. He frayed with them 
divers dayes, and ufed many Indian Comple- 
ments, and at his departure hee {aid to the Go- 
vernour. “1 loue the Englifh fowell, that if 
“¢ they fhould goeaboutto kill me,if Thad bur 
~ € {o much breath as tofpeake, I would com- 
“mand the people, not torevenge my death, 
“for [know they would not doe fuch a thing, 
“except it were through mine owne defaulr. 
They brought thither with them fome ftore 
of Indian Corne, from the Barbado's , which at 
their firft arivall they began tovle. (thinking 
fit to referve their Englith provifion of Meale 
and Oatemeale) and the Indian women feeing 
their fervants to. bee unacquainted with the 
manner of dreffing it,would make bread there- 
ef for them, and teach them how-to doe the 
_ Hike: They found alfo rhe countrey well ftored 
with Corne (whichthey bought with truck, 


fuch as there is defired , the Natiues having ro 


knowledge of the ufe of money ) whereof they 
fold them fuch plenty, as that they fent 1000. 
bufhells of it to New-Exg/and.co provide them

fome falt-fith , and other commodities which 
they wanted. . | 

During the timethat the Indians ftai'd by the 
Englith at Yoacomaco, they went dayly to hunt 
with them for Deere and Turkies,wherof fome 
they gaue them for Prefents , and the meaner 
fort would fell chem to them, for knives,beades 
and the like: Alfo of Fifh,the natives brought 
them great ftore, and in all things dealt very 
friendly with them ; their women and children 
came very frequently amongft them,which was - 
a certaine figne of their confidence of them, it 
being found by experience , that they never at- 
tempt any ill,;where the women are, or may be 
in danger. 

Their comming thus to feate upon an Indi- 
an Towne, where they found ground cleered 
to their hands, gave them opportunity (al- 
though they came late inthe yeere) to plane 
fome Cornie,and to make them gardens, which 
they fowed with Englith feeds of all forts, and 
they profpered exceeding well. They alfo 
made what hafte they could to finifh their 
houfes ; but before they could accomplifh all 
thefe things,one Captaine Cleyborne (who had 
adefire to appropriate the trade of thofe parts 
unto himfelfe) began to caft out words among ft 
the Indians , faying, That thofe of Yoacomaco 
were Spaniards and his enemies, and by this 
meanes endeavoured to alienate the mindes of

the Natives from thetu,fo that they did norre- 
ceive them fo friendly as formerly they had 
done. This caufed them to lay afide all other 


workes,and to finifh their Fort,which they did: 


within the {pace of one moneth; where they 
mounted fome Ordnance,and furnifhed ic with 
fome murtherers, and fuch other meanes of de- 
fence as they thought fic for their {afeties : 
which being done, they proceeded with their 
Houfes and finifhed them, with convenient ac- 
commodations belonging thereto: And al- 
though they had thus put themfelves in fafery, 
yet they ceafed not to procure to put thefe jea- 
leufies out of the Natives minds , by treating 
and vfing them inthe moft courteous manner 
they could,and at laft prevailed therein,and fet- 
led a very firme peace and friendfhip with 
them, They procured from Virginia, Hogges, 
Poultrey,and fome Cowes, and fome male cat- 
tell, which hath given them a foundation for 
breed and increafe; and whofo defires it, may 
furnifh himfelfe with flore of Cattell from 
thence,but the hogges and Poultrey are already 
increafed in Maryland,toa great ftocke, fulfici- 
ent to ferve the Co'onie very plentifully. They 
have alfo {erup a Water-mill for the srinding 
of Corne,2djoyning to the Towne.

not inreafon but thinke,the Natives would op. 
pofe them; whereas now the Countrey is dif- 
covered, and friendfhip with the Natives is af- 
fured, houfesbuilt, and many other accom. 
modations,as Cattell, Hogges, Poulery, Fruits ey 
and the like brought thither from England; | 
Virginea, and other places, which are vfefull, 
both for profitand Pleafure :and without boa- 
fting it may be faid, that this Colony hath a- 
rived to more in fixe moneths, then 7 inginia 
did in as many yceres. Ifany man fay,they are 
beholding to Virginea for fo fpeedy a fupply of 
many of thofe things which they of Virginia 
were forced to fetch from Exe/and arid other 
remote places , they will confeffe it, and ac- 
knowledge themfelves glad that Vireinea is {0 
neerea neighbour , and that it is fo well ftored 
of all neceflaries for to make tho parts happy, 
and the people to live as plentifully as in any O- 
ther part of the world, only they with that they 
would be content their neig¢hboursmight live - 
in ‘peace by them, and then no doubt they 
fhould finda great comforteach inother: ‘

almoft any-where, orunt for his reereation, 
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_TheCemmodities which this 
 Countrey affords naturally. 


AGS tis Countrey affords naturally, 
mn many excellent things for Phy- 
x : ficke and Surgery , the perfed 
 ufe of which, the Exglifb can- 
‘Rot yet learne from the Na- 
tives: They have a roote which 

is an excellent preferuative againft Poyfon, 
ealled by the Englifb, the Suakeroote. Other 
herbesand rootes they have, wherewith they 


cure all manner of woundes; alfo Saxafras, 


Gummes,and Balfum. An Indian {ceing one of 
the Exg/#{b, much troubled with the tooth-ake, 
fetched of the roote of a tree ,and gave the par- 
ty fome of it tohold in his mouth, and it eafed 
the paine prefently, They have other rootes fic 
for dyes, wherewith they make colours to paint

' beundanee; Grampufes, Porpufes, Mullets, 
Ttouts, Soules, Place,Mackerell,Perch,Crabs, | 


Oyfters, Cockles, and Mufsles ; But above all 
thefe, the fifth that have no Englifh names, are 
the beft exceptthe Sturgeons: There is alfoa 
fithlikethe Thornebacke in England, which 
hath ataile a yard long, wherein are fharpe 
prickles, with which if it ftrikea man, it will 


put him to much paineand torment, but it is. 


very good meare: alfo the Tode-fith , which 

will fwell till ir be ready to burft, if it be taken

fearched after, yet there is difcovered. Iron 
-Oare,and Earth fiet tomake Allum,7erra lem- 
nia, and a red foile like Bolearmonicke, with 
fundry other forts of Mineralls, which wee have 
not yet beene able to make any tryall of. 

The foile generally is very rich, like that 
which is about Cheefweeke neere London, where 
it is worth 20.fhillings an Acre yeerely to Til- 
lage in the Common-fields, and in very man 
places, you fhall have two foote of blacke rick 
mould, wherein you fhall fcarce find a ftone, ie 
is like a fifted Garden-mould, and is {0 rich, 
that if ic be not firft planted with Zadian corne, 
Tobacco, Hempe, or fome fuch thing that may 
take off the rankneffe thereof, it will not be fit 
for any Eng/ifb graine; and under that, there is 
found good loame, whereof wee have made as 


good bricke as any in England, there is great 


ftore of Marith ground alfo, that with good 


husbandry, will make as rich Medow , as any in ~ 


the world : There is ftore of Marle, both blue, 
and white, and in many places, excellent clay 
for pots, and tyles ; and to conelude , there is 
nothing that can be reafonably expected in a 


place lying in the latitude which this doth,bue ©

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firand pleafure thereby: They have Peares, Ap- 
ples,and feverall forts of Plummes, Peaches in 
abundanee,and as good as thole of /ra/y; fo are 
the Mellons aad Pumpions: Apricocks, Figgs 
and Pomegranates profper exceedingly ; they 
haue lately planted Orange and Limon trees 


which thrive very wel: and in fine,there is fcagce 


any fruit that growes.in England,France, Spaine, 
or /taly,but hath been tryed there, and profpers 
well. You may therealfo have Hemp and Flax, 
Pitch and Tarre, with little labour , it's apt for 
Rapefeedjand Annis-{éed, Woad,Madder, Saff- 
ron, &c.. There may be had, Silke-wormes,the 
Counttey being ftored with Mulberries: and 
the firperfaity of wood will produce Petafhes. 

And for Wine , thefe is no.doubt but it will 
be made there in plenty, for the ground doth 
naturally bring foorth Vines, in fuchaboun- 
_ dance, that they areas frequent there, as Bram- 
blesarehere. Jron may be made therewith little 
charge; Brave fhips may be built, without re- 


quiring any rmaterialls from other parts: Clab- 


board, Wainfcott, Pipeftaves and Mafts for 


fhips the woods will afford plentifully. In fine, 
Butrer and Cheefe,Porke and Bacon, totran{port — 
ro other countrys will be no {mall commodity,

Lawes, but the Law of Nature and difcretion, 
by which all things are ruled , onely Cuftome 
hath introduced a law for the Succeffion of the 
Government, whichis this; when a Werowance: 
dieth. his eldeft fonne fucceeds, and after him 
the fecond, and fo the reft, each for their: liues, 
and. when all che fonnes are dead, then the fons 
of the Wérowances eldeft daughter fhall fue-

have all blacke hairewhicl is much biggerand 
harfher then ours, it is rare to fee any of them 
to waxe gray, although they bevery old, bue 
never bauld : Ir is feldome feene that any of the 
men have beards, but they weare long locks, 
which reach to their fhoulders , and fome of 
them to their wafts: they are of a comely fta-. 
ture, well favoured, and excellently well tim- 
bed, and feldome any deformed. In their 
warres, and hunting , they ufe Bowes and Ar- 
rowes ( but the Arrowes are not poyfoned, as in 
other places.) The Arrow-heads are made of 
a Flint-ftone,the top of a Deares horne,or fome 
Fith-bone,. which they faften with a fort of 
glew, which they make.

venturers atatime ,.was acone of their feafts, 
when Two hundred of them did meet together; 
they eate of but one difh at a meale, and.every 
_man,although there be never fo many,is ferued 
ina dith by himfelfe ; their difhes are made: of 
wood, but handfomely wrought: The dinner 
Jafted two houres ; and after dinner , they fung 
and danced about two houres more,in all which 
time,not oneword or action p+ft among ft them 
that could give the leaft difturbance to the 
company; In the moft grave aflembly ,no man 
can-expeG to find fo muchtime paft with more 
filenceand gravitie: Some. Indians comming 
ona time to lames: Towne in Virginia,it happe- 
ned, that there then fate the Councell ro heare

caufes,and the /ndians feeing fuch anaffembly, 
asked what it meant? Anfwere was made there 
was held a: A¢atch-comaco, (which the Indians 
call their place of Councell ) the Jadian reply-

--Their attire ’is:decent and modeft ; about - 
their wafts, they weare a covering of Deares 
skinnes, which reacheth to their knees, and up- 
‘on their fhoulders a large mantle of skinnes, 


-which comes downe to the middle of the 


legge, and fome tothe heele; in winter they 
weare it furred, in fummer withour; When 
men hunt'they put offtheir Mantles, fodoe the 
women when they worke,if the weather be hot : 
The womenaffeé& to weare chaines and brace- 
lets of beades, feme of the better fort of them, 
weare ropes of Pearle about their necks, and 
fome hanging in their eareswhich are-of a large 


fort, but {poyled with burning the Oyfters 


in the fire, and the rude boaring of them. And 
they andthe young men ufe to paint their fa- 
‘ces with feverall colours, but fince the Englifh 
came thither , thofe about them have quice left 
it;and in many things fhewa great inclination. 
to conforme themfelues tothe Englifh mantier _ 
ofliving. The Werowance of Pafchatoway deft- 
red the Governor to fend him’a man that could 
build him a houfe like the Englith, and in fun- 
dry refpe &s,commended our manner of living, —

« Thefe People acknowledge a’ God, who is Their Reii,’- 
the giver ofal the good things,wherewith their 
lifes maintained ; and tohim they facrificeiof 
the firft fruits of their Corne,and of chacwhich 
they get by hunting,and fithing : The facrifice 
is performed by an Ancient man, who. makes 
a{peech unto theit God: (‘not without fome- 
thing of Barbarifme ) which being ended, hee 
burties part of the facrifice , and then eates of 
the reftythenthe People that are: prefent ; cate 
alfo, and untill the Ceremony be performed; 
they will not touch one bit thereof: They hold. 
the Immortalirie of the foule,and that there is 
a placeofloy, and another of torment. after 
death, and thatthofewhich kill, fteale ,-or lye, 
fhall goe tothe place of torment; but 'thofe 
which doe noharme, tothe good place ; where 
they fhall have all forts of pleafire. 
»oTthappened the laft-yeere that fomeof the 
Sa(quenanecksand the wicomeffes (who are ene- 
mics )metatthe Iland of Azonoponfon, where 

nos 3 Captaine 
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Captaine Cleyborne liveth, they all came to 
made! and one of the Sefquehanocks did an Inju- 
ry toa Wicomeffe, whereat fome of Cleybornes 
people rhat faw it, did laugh. The wicomeffes 
feeing themfelues thus injured and defpifed 
(as they thought)went away,and lay inambufh 

for the returne of the Sa/quebanocks ,and killed 
five of them, onely twoefcaped ; andithen they 
returned againe, and killed three of Cleybornes 
People, and fome of his Cattle; about two 
moneths after this was done, the icomeffes 
{ent a meflenger unto his Lordfhips Governor, 
to excufe the faé., and to offer fatisfaction for 
the harme thatwas done to the Eng/ifh: The 
wicomeffe that came with the meffage , brought 
inhis company an /adian, of the Towne of Pa- 
suxent, which is the next neighbouring Towne 
unto the Englifbat Saint Maries , with whom 
they have good correfpondentce , and hee fpake 

tothe Governour inthis manner ie 9° 


if Am a Native of Patuxent, as this man 
(whom you know ) can tell'you; true itis,t 
married awife among ft the wicomeffes, where J 
have lived ever fince , and they have fent me to 
tell you, that they are forry for the harme, 
which was lately done by fome of their people, 
to: thesEnglifh at Afonaponfon ; and hope: you 
will normake the rafh'ac& of a few young men, 
(which was done in heate) a quarrel] to their 
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Nation,who defire to live in peace and love 
with you, and: are ready to make fatisfaStion 
for the Injury, defiring toknow what will give 
youcontent, and that they will returne fuch 
things as were then taken from thence; But 
withall, they defire you not to thinke that they

The Governour returned anfwere to the #i- 
comeffe; {ince you.acknowledge the Injury, and

fhouldibe delivered'untome, toldoewiththem 
as I (hall thinke fir, and likewife that you re- 
ftoreall fuch things:as: you then tooke from 
the Englifh; and withall» charged him with a

dence and Charity,to Civilize, and make them 
Chriftians, then to kill, robbe , and hunt them 
from place to place , as you would doe a wolfe. 
By reducing of them, God fhall be ferued , his 
Majefties Empire enlarged by the addition of 
many thoufand Subjeé&s, as well as of large 
Territories , our Nation honoured , and the 
Planters themfelues enriched by the. trafficke 
and commerce which may be had with them ; 
and in many other things. they may be ufefull, 
but prejudiciall they cannot be, if it be not 
through their owne faults,by negligence of for- 
tifying themfelues,and not conferuing milita- 
ry difcipline..
